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Too Bad We Are So “Stagnant”’; 
Let’s Look at a Few Figures 


Are Ontario and Upland “stagnant” communities? 

They have been so described by a speaker at a local 
meeting and his statements have appeared in headlines in a 
newspaper published by a non-chamber of commerce mem- 
ber. 

All local activities and all figures indicative of the “trend 
of things” here refute that statement. 

What is the population gain? No one knows officially, 
but the general answer is—“fast enough.” 

Figures released just the other day by Ontario City 
Manager Harold Martin showed a population of 21,450. This 
is ONLY a 50 per cent increase since 1940. Upland’s popu- 
lation as of June 28, 1947 was reported unofficially as 8,156— 
a very substantial gain over the 1940 census figure. 

Building permits are always a good indication of what's 
doing in any community. New construction started in the 
two communities during 1947 will total upwards of $6,000,000. 
This, of course, is an all-time high total and it is not fair to 
make comparisons with other years due to the abnormal 
demand for houses, business structures and industrial build- 
ings. Month after month scores of new houses are started 
and every week there is news of new subdivisions, of new 
business buildings and of plans for new industries. Actually, 
we can grow no faster than the building industry will per- 
mit. But we ask you, “are we stagnant?” 

Bank deposits give another hint of what's happened in 
the community since 1940. We shall make a comparison 
and then ask again—is that stagnation? 

At regular intervals banks issue a “statement of con- 
dition,” which among other things reveals deposits. At the 
close of 1940 the deposits totaled $4,283,065. 

Let's look at the current figures. Deposits reported as of 
October 6, 1947 were $15,179,306. This is not a true total 
of the bank deposits here because the Bank of America de- 
posits are not inc.uded m either year's figures. But for com- 
parative purposes, the picture is accurate. We will let you 
figure the percentage of bank deposit gains. 

Too bad, we are so stagnant! 

In the two communities are many organizations through 
which active, hard working citizens sacrifice much of their 
time and energies for the upbuilding of this district. It is un- 
fortunate, however, there are people here who disparage 
much that is being done and who for reasons best known to 
them seek to undermine strong, active and aggressive organ- 
izations.

Crime in L.A. 
County Goes Up 


LOS ANGELES (/)-—District 
Attorney William Simpson says 
the crime rate in this county has 
jumped 250 per cent since 1940.
